March  Extravaganza  in  Coliseum  Launches 
Centennial  Development  Campaign  Fund 


Goal  of  $5  Million  Set 
For  Five-  Year  Project 

Alumni  and  friends-  of  Nor- 
thwestern State  University  from 
ihroughout  Louisiana  and  other 
states  are  being  invited  to  a  Cen- 
tennial Extravaganza  on  March  24 
that  will  launch  a  five-year  Cen- 
tennial Development  Campaign  to 
provide  funding  for  scholarships, 
faculty  chairs  and  other  university 
programs. 

Northwestern,  founded  in  Oc- 
tober of  1884,  officially  began  its 
lOOth  birthday  celebration  in  late 
January  with  a  capacity  crowd 
Centennial  Kickoff  Banquet,  and 
the  7  p.m.  Extravaganza  is  the  next 
major  event  in  a  series  of  Centennial 
programs  that  will  be  conducted 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Centennial  Extravaganza  will 
feature  a  variety  of  entertainment, 
historical  slide  shows  and  displays 
and  a  wide  array  of  elegant 
refreshments  that  are  being 
prepared  by  some  of  the  area's 
noted  gourmet  cooks. 

Prather  Coliseum  on  the  NSU 
campus  will  be  transformed  into  a 
decorative  garden  and  courtyard  for 
the  Extravaganza,  which  is  being 
described  by  Centennial  Committee 
Special  Events  coordinator  Tom 
Whitehead  as  "the  most  unique  and 
elaborate  program  ever  planned  at 
Northwestern." 

Tickets  for  the  event  will  be  $100 
each,  and  profits  after  cosU  for  the 
Extravaganza  will  go  into  the 
Centennial  Development  Campaign 
fund.  Alumni  may  order  tickets  by 
using  forms  in  the  Alumni 
Columns.

Alumni  and  others  attending  the 
Extravaganza  will  also  have  an 
opportunity  to  submit  pledges  of 
contributions  to  the  five-year 
development  campaign  which  has  a 
goal  of  $5  million  in  private  in- 
dividual and  corporate  donations. 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick,  who 
served  as  president  of  Northwestern 
from  1966  until  1978.  will  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Centennial 
Development  Campaign,  and  NSU 
president  Dr.  Joseph  Orzc  is 
honorary  chairman.  Co-chairman 
of  the  event  will  be  NSU  alumni 
officer  Mrs.  Marjorie  Dial  of  Baton 
Rouge. 

NSU  Foundation  president  Lee 
Posey  of  Natchitoches  said,  "The 
Extravaganza  will  serve  a  number  of 
purposes.  First,  to  bring  together 
alumni  and  friends  who  have  a 
desire  to  provide  support  for 
Northwestern.  Secondly,  to 
commemorate  the  university's 
Centennial  and  finally  to  launch  a 
development  campaign  that  we  hope 
^j'l  generate  financial  resources 
which  will  assure  increased  ex- 
cellence at  Northwestern  during  the 
I980's.*'

Raymond  Arthur,  president  of 
the  NSU  Alumni  Association,  said, 
"Thousands  of  alumni  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  become  actively 
involved  in  Northwestern 's  Cen- 
tennial celebration  and  to  provide 
financial  support  to  the  institution. 
This  Extravaganza  is  designed  to 
identify  and  solidify  support  for 
Northwestern." 

He  added,  "Instead  of  merely 
contacting  alumni  and  friends 
through  visits  and  written 
correspondence  to  obtain  con- 
tributions, the  NSU  Foundation  and 
Alumni  Association  decided  to 
bring  supporters  of  the  university 
together  for  an  elegant  evening  of 
festivities  to  begin  the  development 
campaign." 

Ticket  chairman  Anselmi  said 
contacts  with  Northwestern  alumni 
have  already  begun .  "We  are 
confident,"  he  said,  "  that  hun- 
dreds of  former  Northwestern 
students  and  other  friends  of  NSU 
are  seeking  ways  to  demonstrate 
support  for  the  university,  and  the 
Extravaganza  and  development 
campaign  will  provide  that  op- 
portunity." 

Guests  at  the  semi-formal  Ex- 
travaganza will  be  greeted  at  a 
champagne  fountain  by  Mrs.  Carol 
Orze,  wife  of  NSU  president  Dr. 
Joseph  Orze,  and  former  Nor- 
tliwestern  first  ladies  Mrs.  A. A.

A  broad  variety  of  food  and  drink 
will  be  served  in  different  areas  of 
ihfc  coliseum,  and  displays  depicting 
the  university's  lOO-ycar  history  will 


be  open  throughout  the  evening. 
Two  special  slide  show  presen- 
tations are  also  planned. 

Two  bands  will  present  music 
from  different  eras  of  Nor- 
thwestern's  history,  and  a  dance 
begins  at  10  p.m.  A  mime  and 
magician  will  also  be  performing  in 
a  gazebo  setting  during  the  night. 

Whitehead  said.  "Response  to 
North  western's  Centennial 
celebration  has  been  overwhelming. 
There  was  a  capacity  crowd  for  the 


kickoff  banquet,  and  alumni  and 
friends  throughout  the  Natchitoches 
community  have  already  donated 
time,  talent  and  materials  for  the 
Extravaganza.  We  anticipate  a  most 
memorable  evening. " 

Ticket  sale  campaigns  arc  planned 
not  only  in  Natchitoches  but  also 
among  the  10  active  alumni  chapters 
which  have  been  formed  by  Nor- 
thwestern across  the  state  in  the  past 
year. 


Former  President  Kilpatrick 
Appointed  Fund  Cliaimian 


Former  Northwestern  president 
Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  will  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Centennial 
Development  Campaign  at  NSU, 
which  begins  March  24  with  the 
Centennial  Extravaganza,  an 
evening  of  elegant  food  and  en- 
tertainment at  Prather  Coliseum. 

President  of  Northwestern  from 
1966  until  1978  and  now  President 
Emeritus  of  the  university, 
Kilpatrick  will  spearhead  the  five- 
year  campaign  to  generate  $5 
million  in  private  and  corporate 
contributions  to  the  NSU  Foim- 
dation. 

NSU  president  Dr.  Joseph  Orze 
will  serve  as  honorary  chairman, 
and  Mrs.  Marjorie  Dial  of  Baton 
Rouge,  long  active  in  Northwestern 
alumni  activities  and  programs,  is 
vice-chairman  of  the  development 
campaign. 

In  assuming  the  chairmanship  of 
the  Centennial  Development 
Campaign,  Kilpatrick  said, 
"Universities  which  progress  most 
rapidly  and  effectively  are  those 
which  receive  substantial  private 
contributions  from  their  alumni  and 
friends.  Northwestern 's  future  can 
be  brightened  dramatically  through 
a  successful  development  cam- 
paign." 

He  added,  "I  think  the  Ex- 
travaganza is  a  unique  and  exciting 
way  not  only  to  celebrate  the 
Centennial  and  bring  alumni 
together  but  also  to  launch  a 
meaningful  and  worthwhile 
program  to  generate  funding  for  the 
university." 

Kilpatrick,  now  active  in  private 
business  in  North  Louisiana,  guided 
Northwestern  through  one  of  the 
most  progressive  periods  in  its  100- 
year  history.  Enrollment  increased 
by  more  than  1,500  students  during 
his  12-year  tenure,  and  he  directed  a 
S25  milHon  building  program. 

Northwestern  achieved  university 
status  while  Kilpatrick  was 
president,  and  it  was  also  during  his 
presidency  that  the  institution 
established  doctoral  degree 
programs,  extensive  two-year 
associate  degree  programs,  the  Fort 
Polk  campus  and  an  educational 
center  at  England  Air  Force  Base. 

Through  aggressive  and  effective 
communication  with  state  governing 
boards  and  the  Louisiana 
Legislature,     Kilpatrick     helped

dramatically   change    the   face    of 
Northwestem's  physical  plant. 

It  was  during  his  tenure  that  the 
university  developed  the  biological 
sciences  building,  health  and 
physical  education  building,  post 
office,  a  16,000-seat  football 
stadium,  library,  recreation 
complex,  track  stadium,  president's 
home  and  teacher  education  center. 
Numerous  other  buildings  were 
expanded  or  renovated,  and 
Kilpatrick  helped  acquire  funding 
for  the  NSU  Athletic  Fieldhouse, 
baseball  stadium,  tennis  courts, 
coliseum  renovation,  fine  arts 
renovation  and  other  projects. 

A  1944  graduate  of  Nor- 
thwestern, Kilpatrick  holds  master's 
and  doctorate  degrees  from 
Louisiana  State  University.  He 
taught  and  coached  in  Jackson 
Parish  for  a  number  of  years  before 
becoming  associated  with  higher 
education. 

He  was  basketball  coach  and 
athletic  director  at  Northeast  and 
later  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  at  that 
university  before  moving  to  Nor- 
thwestern as  dean  of  the  college  in 
1966. 

After  his  retirement  from  Nor- 
thwestern, Dr.  Kilpatrick  became  a 
vice-president  of  Savings  Life 
Group  of  Shreveporl.  He  is  also 
chairman  of  the  board  of  directors 
and  executive  committee  of  the 
Bossier  Bank  and  Trust  Company. 

Kilpatrick  received  numerous 
honors  during  his  Northwestern 
presidency,  and  he  has  been  cited 
for  educational  and  civic  con- 
tributions a  number  of  limes  since 
leaving  the  education  profession.

Margin  of  Excellence  is  Within  Reach

The   margin   of  excellence   for 

many  state  colleges  aiid  universities 
oftentimes  is  just  two  arms'  lengths 
away.  Private  schools  have  known 
for  years  that  they  must  reach  out  to 
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encourage  and  reinforce  friends  and 
alumni  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to 
make  excellence  a  reachable 
cooperative  effort.  Only  recently 
have  publicly  supported  institutions 
accepted  the  fact  that  excellence 
requires  a  little  extra  to  achieve. 

Public  colleges  and  universities  do 
not  have  a  long  and  uniformly 
successful  history  of  private  fund 
raising.  They  have  traditionally 
depended  upon  legislative  funding 
combined  with  tuition  and  fee 
income  to  operate.  Fund  raising  has 
been  primarily  a  poUtical  lobbying 
effort,  and,  in  the  days  of  well- 
stocked  public  coffers,  the  results 
were  oftentimes  substantial  enough 
to  conduct  the  business  of  teaching, 
research  and  community  service  at  a 
level  high  enough  to  satisify  most  of 
the  needs  of  public  higher  education 
without  causing  pangs  of  hunger  for 
achieving  the  excellence  that  lay  just 
beyond  an  arm's  reach.  Comfort  in 
realizing  that  fund  raising  was 
primarily  a  political  task  produced 
many  excellent  politicians  among 
public  higher  education's  leader^ 
ship.  It  also  produced  complacency 
toward  the  idea  of  public  colleges 
and  universities  being  active  in 
private  fund  raising  endeavors  to 
supplement  their  political  rewards. 
For  many,  the  gap  between  what 
public  funding  permitted  a 
university  to  be  and  what  it  could  be 
with  a  little  private  help  seemed  too 
small  to  warrant  becoming  too 
involved  in  private  fund  raising 
activities. 

The  days  of  public  largesse  have 
passed.  Public  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  country 
have  felt  the  decimating  effect  of  a 


tottering  economy  and  state  revenue 
shortfalls.  The  need  to  look  an 
arm's  length  away  for  other  out- 
stretched hands  willing  to  join  in  a 
partnership  for  the  pursuit  of  not 
only  excellence,  but,  in  some  in- 
stances, survival  looms  critically 
into  focus. 

Northwestern  State  University, 
Uke  many  public  colleges  and 
universities,  has  felt  the  devastating 
effect  of  a  constant  dollar  loss  in 
State  funding.  Fortunately,  the 
University  has  been  able  to  not  only 
survive,  but  also  to  make  some 
necessary  progress  under  the  most 
difficult  of  circumstances,  and,  for 
it,  excellence  can  still  be  only  two 
arms' lengths  away. 

The  University  has  had  the  good 
fortune  to  have  the  Northwestern 
State  University  Foundation  to  help 
raise  monies  mostly,  but  not  entirely 
for  scholarships,  to  help  in  the 
fulfillment  of  its  mission.  Now,  it  is 
reaching  out  its  hand  and  en- 
couraging its  friends  and  alumni  to 
reach  out  theirs  to  form  a  part- 
nership in  a  Celebration  of  a 
Century  development  fund  drive  to 
help  it  achieve  the  margin  of  ex- 
cellence we  know  exists  just  two 
arms'  lengths  away. 

Please  join  me,  the  University 
community  and  your  fellow  friends 
and  alumni  achieve  that  margin 
through  our  concerted  and 
cooperative  efforts.  Let  us  kick  off 
Northwestem's  second  century  with 
a  successful  fund  raising  campaign. 
Northwestern  State  University's 
future  is  in  our  united  hands.  Make 
it  one  of  excellence.  Together,  we 
can  provide  the  margin.

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$33.8  Million  a  Year 


NSU's  Economic  Impact  on  Community  is  Enormous 


Northwestern  Stale  University's 
main  campus  in  Natchitoches  has  a 
$33.8  milliori-a-year  economic 
impact  on  the  community,  ac- 
cording to  a  recent  study  by  Dr. 
Eugene  Williams,  professor  and 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  the 
Business. 

Williams'  report  shows  that 
spending  in  Natchitoches  resulting 
from  the  university's  net  payroll  is 
estimated  at  $9.3  million,  and  initial 
spending  by  students  attending  the 
university  and  residing  in  Nat- 
chitoches is  approximately  $8.4 
million. 

Expenditures  by  Northwestern  in 
the  community  for  goods  and 
services  and  spending  of  visitors  to 
the  university  are  estimated  at  $3.4 
million.  Williams  said  total  initial 
spending  by  faculty  and  staff, 
students,  the  university  for  goods 
and  services  and  visitors  will  be 
approximately  $21, 105.286  in  1984. 

Economic  impact  studies  show, 
according  to  Williams,  that  a 
percentage  of  initial  expenditures 
will  be  respent  in  Natchitoches. 
Subsequent  expenditures  attributed 
to  Northwestern  will  be  $12.7 
million,  making  the  total  income 
generated  by  the  university  in 
Natchitoches  some  $33,768,458. 


Williams  emphasized  that  the 
economic  study  included  "con- 
servative estimates"  based  upon 
fmdings  of  questionnaires  to  faculty 
and  students,  similar  studies  at 
other  universities  and  secondary 
research. 

The  study  does  not  include  the 
impact  upon  local  government 
revenues  and  taxes,  and  it  does  not 
include  the  effect  of  Northwestern 
branches  in  Shreveport  and  at  Fort 
Polk  on  the  North  Louisiana 
economy. 

Williams'  report  shows  that,  in 
addition  to  the  multi-million  dollar 
spending  impact  on  the  economy  by 
Northwestern,  the  University, 
directly  or  indirectly,  generates 
more  than  16  percent  of  the  total 
jobs  in  Natchitoches  Parish. 

Northwestern  directly  employs 
some  800  persons  in  the  parish. 
Because  of  incomes  generated  by  the 
university,  the  indirect  employment 
attributed  to  Northwestern  is 
another  1,496  jobs,  according  to 
Williams.

Along  with  opening  for  McNeese 
State,  the  conference  opponents  and 
the  three  teams  in  the  Easter 
tournament,  teams  on  the  Demon 
schedule  this  Spring  include  Lamar, 
Southwestern  LA,  Central 
Missouri,  Sam  Houston  State, 
Louisiana  Tech,  Louisiana  State, 
Houston,  Wisconsin- Stevens  Point, 
Grambling  State  and  possibly  the 
TAAC  post-season  tournament. 

Following  the  opener  against  the 
Cowboys  in  Lake  Charles,  the 
Demons  will  open  the  home  season 
on  Wednesday,  February  15  when 
the  Cowboys  visit  Natchitoches.  All 
Demon  home  games  that  are 
doubleheaders  will  start  at  1 : 1 5  p.m. 
I  while  single  game  contests  will  start 
'  at  2:00  p.m.  The  Demons  do  not 
have  any  night  games  on  the  home 
schedule. 

The  four  NCAA  tournament 
teams  on  the  Demon  schedule  in- 
clude Houston,  Tulane.  Grambling 
Stale  and  Northeast  LA.  The 
Demons  face  Tulane  in  New  Orleans 
and  Grambling  State  at  home  while 
playing  home-and-home  dates  with 
Houston  and  Northeast  Louisiana. 
The  Demons  will  also  play  at  Lamar 


All-Americans  Gary  Reasons  and 
Michael  Richardson,  along  with 
seniors  Rickey  Ainsworth,  Tommy 
Rushing  and  Edward  Orgeron, 
claimed  the  top  honors  here 
Thursday  night  at  the  awards 
banquet  honoring  the  Northwestern 
State  1983  football  team. 

Orgeron,  a  senior  from  Larose, 
received  the  first  annual  Joe 
Delaney  Leadership  Award,  while 
Richardson,  a  junior  from  Natchez. 
MS,  received  the  second  annual 
Lester  Latino  Memorial  Award. 
Both  awards  are  in  honor  of  former 
Demon  standout  players. 

Reasons,  a  senior  from  Crowley, 
TX,  was  named  as  a  permanent 
team  captain  and  as  the  defensive 
Most  Valuable  Player  for  his  efforts 
during  this  past  season. 

Ainsworth  was  named  as  the 
offensive  Most  Valuable  Player, 
while  Rushing  joined  Reasons  as  a 
permanent  team  captain. 
Sophomore  wide  receiver  Mark 
Johnson  also  received  the  Scholastic 
Award. 

Orgeron  earned  his  fourth  letter 
this  season  and  had  the  best  year  of 
his  career  at  his  defensive  end 
position.  Orgeron  finished  seventh 
on  the  team  in  tackles  with  59, 
despite  suffering  a  broken  arm 
against  Nicholis  Slate  and  missing 
the  final  two  games  of  the  year. 

Richardson,  a  three-year  starter 
in  the  defensive  backfield,  earned 
All-Louisiana  and  All-American 
honors  this  past  season.  He  was 
second  on  the  team  in  tackles  with 
108,  had  six  pass  interceptions  and 
broke  up  four  passes. 

Richardson  had  one  of  the 
greatest  individual  games  ever  for  a 
Demon  defensive  back  in  the  23-7 
win  over  Southeastern  Louisiana. 
Richardson  set  a  national  record  for 
interception  return  yardage  and  tied 
a  national  record  with  five  pass 


interceptions.  Both  arc  school 
records. 

Reasons  also  ended  his  out- 
standing career  with  his  best  season 
as  a  senior.  Reasons  led  the  team 
with  172  total  tackles,  earning  first 
team  Kodak  All-American  honors 
for  the  third  straight  year.  Reasons 
was  also  named  to  the  Associated 
Press  All-American  team  and  was 
named  as  the  Most  Valuable 
Defensive  Player  in  the  state  by  both 
the  Louisiana  Sports  Writers 
Association  and  the  New  Orleans 
Times  Picayune  daily  newspaper. 

Along  with  the  MVP  honor  for 
defense  and  the  permanent  captain 
award,  Reasons'  jersey  was  also 
retired.  Reasons'  No.  34  will  join 
two  other  jerseys  that  have  been 
retired,  those  of  Al  Dood  and  Joe 
Delaney. 

Ainsworth,  a  senior  from 
Tallulah,  was  a  three-year  starter  at 
center  and  one  of  the  most  con- 
sistent players  in  the  Demon  of- 
fensive Une.  Like  Orgeron,  Ain- 
sworth is  also  a  four-year  letterman. 

Rushing  is  a  senior  cornerback 
from  Haughton  who  also  earned  his 
fourth  letter  this  season.  Rushing 
ended  the  year  with  two  pass  in- 
terceptions and  he  broke  up  12 
passes  during  the  season. 

Johnson  received  the  Scholastic 
Award  for  his  3.55  grade  point 
average  in  pre-medicine.  Johnson,  a 
sophomore  from  Houston,  has 
pursued  95  hours  and  has  earned 
338  honor  points.  This  past  season 
Johnson  caught  17  passes  for  225 
yards  and  one  touchdown. 

Northwestern  Slate  Coach  Sam 
Goodwin  also  recognized  Reasons 
and  Richardson  for  their  All- 
American  honors,  while  Reasons, 
offensive  tackle  John  Smith  and 
Orgeron  were  also  recognized  for 
being  named  to  the  All-Louisiana 
team    selected    by    the    Louisiana 


Sports  Writers  Association. 

Richardson  was  also  honored  for 
being  named  by  Sports  Illustrated  as 
national  Defensive  Player  of  the 
Week  for  his  record  performance  in 
the  win  over  Southeastern. 

Goodwin  also  announced  a  list  of 
50  letterman  for  the  1983  season,  a 
list  that  included  eight  four-year 
winners,  II  three-year  lettermcn, 
eight  two-year  lettermen  and  23 
players  thai  earned  their  first  letter 
this  past  season.

Campus  Tree  Replacement  Program  Begun 

Over  the  past  two^years,  more  than  70  full-grown  trees  and  hundreds  of 
shrubs  and  other"  plants  on  the  main  campus  of  Northwestern  State 
University  have  been  killed  or  severely  damaged. 

The  primary  causes  for  their  removal  from  the  university's  landscape 
were  the  snow  and  ice  storm  in  the  winter  of  1982,  the  hailstorm  in  the 
spring  of  1983  and  the  hard  freeze  last  December. 

in  an  effort  to  replace  what  has  been  lost  and  restore  the  campus*  tree- 
studded  grounds,  especially  the  area  bordered  by  magnificent  Chaplin's 
Lake,  a  Centennial  Campus  Beautification  Fund  is  being  established 
through  the  NSU  Foundation. 

"Our  immediate  goal  is  to  raise  between  $5,000  and  $10,000  so  we  can 
work  off  the  interest,"  said  Jerry  Smith,  grounds  supervisor.  "The  interest 
from  this  fund  will  provide  us  with  enough  money  each  year  to  purchase 
plants  for  such  projects  as  maintaining  the  flower  garden  which  beautifies 
the  front  entrance  of  the  university. ' ' 

Smith  said  alumni  and  friends  of  Northwestern  are  being  asked  to  either 
contribute  money  or  donate  trees,  bulbs,  shrubs  and  seeds  to  the  Centennial 
Campus  Beautification  Fund.

According  to  Smith,  trees  that  need  replacing  include  pines  and  hard- 
woods such  as  oak,  pecan,  maple  and  dogwood. 

"The  weather  we  have  been  having  the  last  two  years  has  really  hurt  us," 
said  Smith.  "We  have  lost  45  to  50  percent  of  our  tree  stock  and  about  70 
percent  or  more  of  our  propagation  stock  at  our  own  nursery.
